New grants aim to 
boost towns’ footfall

A COMMUNITY grant scheme 
has been set up to boost town- 
centre footfall and retail engage¬ 
ment in Chard, Crewkerne and 
Ilminster. 

South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil decided to offer a pot totalling 
£4,500 for bids from organisa¬ 
tions within the towns. 

A report for the council’s Area 
West committee said: “At the 
Area West members’ workshop 
in April, it was suggested that 
the £4,500 of community grant 
money usually allocated for free 
Christmas parking be used for 


town-centre events that increase 
footfall in each of the market 
towns. 

“The aim of the programme is 
to support economic develop¬ 
ment through increased footfall 
in town centres and increased 
engagement by retailers in town- 
centre events. 

“The programme will have a 
funding pot of £4,500 from which 
it will make grants of between 
£200 and £1,500 available to local 
community groups in Crewk¬ 
erne, Chard and Ilminster. 

“The programme will be ad¬ 
ministrated by the Area West 
Development Team, using a tai¬ 
lored version of the established 


community grants process. This 
will provide consistency, trans¬ 
parency and an audit trail.” 

Members of the Area West 
committee agreed to go ahead 
with the grant scheme, which 
will become active next month. 

There will be two application 
periods - one from September 1 
to October 31, and a second from 
January 1 to February 28. 

The report said: “Applications 
will be considered for new 
events or enhancements of exist¬ 
ing events that can show a mea¬ 
surable increase in visitor 
footfall in the town centres of 
Ilminster, Chard and Crewk¬ 
erne, and can demonstrate en¬ 


gagement with town-centre re¬ 
tailers. 

“We will look more favourably 
upon events that are a collabora¬ 
tive effort, ie involve more than 
one organisation working to¬ 
gether. 

“We will fund formally consti¬ 
tuted, not-for-profit groups and 
organisations who are based 
within Area West. 

“This could include commu¬ 
nity, voluntary and charitable 
organisations, chambers of com¬ 
merce, town teams, and parish 
and town councils.” 

More application information 
will be available from the dis¬ 
trict council.

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Yeovilton copter 
crew’s role in 
island drug bust 


A HELICOPTER crew from RNAS Yeovilton 
has played its part in uncovering illegal 
drugs farms on the tiny Caribbean island of 
Montserrat. 

The Wildcat Flight 216 from 815 Naval Air 
Squadron was taking part in a reconnais¬ 
sance mission over the British overseas ter¬ 
ritory as part of an exercise to see how the 
naval aviators could help if the island suf¬ 
fered a similar natural disaster to 20 years 
ago when it was devastated after a volcano 
erupted. 

But the helicopter crew also found nine 
suspected illegal drugs plantations in 
Montserrat’s forbidden zone. 

Half the island - just ten miles long and six 
across - was abandoned back in 1997 when 
the volcano erupted. 

Mud and lava swallowed much of the 
Montserrat capital Plymouth and the Royal 
Navy was instrumental in helping to evacu¬ 
ate many islanders. 

Two decades later and the southern half of 
the territory remains off limits, even though 
the Soufriere Hills volcano has not erupted 
in four years. 

Drug traffickers have ignored the warning 
signs and established illegal plantations in 
the forbidden zone, which was last surveyed 
from the air two years ago. 

The visit of naval support ship RFA 
Mounts Bay, conducting a patrol of UK terri¬ 


tories in the region, allowed fresh surveys 
of Montserrat - both to look at the state of 
the southern half of the island and, with 
police embarked, to hunt for drugs planta¬ 
tions. 

Lieutenants Amy Gilmore, Oliver Bun- 
dock and Lee Colthart took Governor Eliza¬ 
beth Carriere and some of her officials up in 
their Wildcat for an inspection of the island, 
and then did the same with local police, who 
guided the helicopter to suspected drug 
hotspots. 

They found nine sites - including the 
largest plantation ever seen from the air, 
near Dick Hill in the still-inhabited part of 
the island - which will now be destroyed by 
the authorities. 

It is the second important blow the Royal 
Navy’s newest helicopter, Wildcat, has 
helped deliver in the fight against trafficking 
in the Caribbean. 

Last month the helicopter located nearly 20 
illegal drugs farms in the British Virgin Is¬ 
lands. 

The helicopter also scouted possible land¬ 
ing site and practised ferrying a tonne of 
water in a large cube slung beneath the Wild¬ 
cat - all vital practice should RFA Mounts 
Bay and her Wildcat aircraft be called upon 
to assist islanders if there’s another erup¬ 
tion, or a hurricane whips through Montser¬ 
rat.

No violence on 
town’s beating 
the bounds walk 


ALTHOUGH there is no record of beating the 
bounds in Crewkerne - probably because the 
limits were still changing as late as 1934 - the 
civic society started some boundary walks in 
the 1990s and the Rotary Club has revived the 
custom more recently, organising one 
around St Bartholomew’s fair. 

This year the town council will be joining 
members of Crewkerne District Rotary and 
the Community Rail Partnership to organise 
it as a community event on Saturday, 
September 2nd. 

This year’s walk will meet at the library at 
1.30pm for a 2pm start. It will be led by Gail 
Coleshill of the Community Rail Partnership 
and Martin Holley of Crewkerne District Ro¬ 
tary. 

Call Rusty Jackson on 01460 75400 for more 
details or to let her know if you would like to 
come. 

The nature of the walk means that 
pushchairs cannot be used. 

Organisers say the advantage of a parish 
boundary walk is that although in total it is 
about six miles, there are points along it 
where people can cut back into town when¬ 
ever they want or after two or four miles. 


The ceremony of beating the bounds was 
started to instil the limits of a parish into the 
memories of youngsters in the days before 
maps. 

The church-led group would walk around 
the bounds and stop at intervals at a bound¬ 
ary post or stone. 

Here the boys of the parish would take it in 
turns to be beaten - or have their heads 
bumped to help them remember where they 
were. 

Research has suggested that Crewkerne 
parish had boundary stones at Shutteroa¬ 
ks Bridge, Cathole Bridge and Nan Bull’s 
grave. 

The Maiden Beech was another and the 
milestone on the boundary on the A30 was 
probably used as a marker. 

Caroline Dredge, of the Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne District, said: “In the old days the 
whole thing would be a bit of a party as food 
and drink would be brought along for the oc¬ 
casion, and the beaten boys given treats af¬ 
terwards. 

“We promise we won’t be beating anyone 
on this walk and hope to make the event 
thoroughly enjoyable for everyone.” 


Firefighters rescue horse from ditch 


FIREFIGHTERS helped free a horse 
stuck in a ditch near Crewkerne. 

They were called to Seaborough 
Road, Henley, at about 11.10am on Fri¬ 
day, August 11. 

A spokesman for the fire and rescue 
service said: “One fire engine from 
Crewkerne along with the specialist an¬ 


imal rescue team from Bridgwater 
were mobilised to reports of a horse 
stuck in a ditch. 

“On arrival, crews confirmed there 
was one horse sedated by a vet stuck in 
a 2m-deep ditch next to the road. 

“Crews created an exit path and as¬ 
sisted the horse to safety.” 


U3A meeting report 

IF you think the pot-holed, pock-marked roads of 
2017 are bad enough, you should go back a few 
hundred years, members of Crewkerne & District 
University of the Third Age (U3A) were told. 

It was not until the 18th century that the state 
of the roads in Britain got back to being as good 
as they were in Roman times, reported Rob Curtis 
at the U3A's August meeting. Otherwise people 
travelled along muddy tracks, or hardly ever left 
their village because the roads were impassable. 

Rob, a retired RAF officer from Milton Abbas in 
Dorset, reminded the meeting of just how good 
were the Roman roads: usually built in straight 
lines, 24 feet wide, with a surface of smooth 
stones and drainage at the side. 

Fie is also a blue-badge guide who meets 
cruise ships which come into Portland to take 
those who are interested on tours of the West- 
country. 


The introduction of turnpikes and tolls led to 
the creation of a national network of roads and 
the funds to maintain them. "At one time there 
were 17 trusts in Dorset that looked after 500 
miles of highways," he told the meeting at Hen- 
hayes Community Centre. 

Better roads saw the introduction of horse- 
drawn coaching services for passengers and the 
delivery of mail. Inns were built, such as the 
George Hotel, Crewkerne, to provide accommo¬ 
dation for travellers and stabling for horses. 

"It was not unknown for complete strangers 
who were travelling together to share a room or 
even a bed," he said. 

A team of horses would pull a coach, usually 
weighing about two tons, for 10 to 12 miles be¬ 
fore needing to be changed. It would take 17 
hours to deliver a letter from London to Exeter, 
he said. 

The advent of the railways spelled the death 
knell for the age of coach and horses and turn¬ 
pike trusts.

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A FTER the trailblazing suc¬ 
cess of Duncan Macmil¬ 
lan's Every Brilliant Thing 
at the 2014 Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival, there are so many 
pieces centred around depict¬ 
ing mental illness that, this 
year, they have created a brand 
new award to celebrate them. 

Most are created by young 
people, in their 20s, with por¬ 
trayals of mental illness that are 
often drawn from their own ex¬ 
perience. 

It's no surprise to me that 
fringe theatre, with its loud and 
proud artists, actors and writ¬ 
ers, is finally starting to bring 
many of these issues out into 
the harsh spotlight of the stage. 

It's very telling, to me, that a 
large majority seem to be about 
dealing with the symptoms of 
depression. 

I think, as a nation, we are 
starting to see low-level de¬ 
pression as its own entity - an 
understandable symptom of 
the rigours of modern life. 

However, it is still a mental ill¬ 
ness - whether it is mild, se¬ 
vere, fleeting or long-lasting. 

Trying to separate it because 
it is more commonplace only 
increases the stigma and preju¬ 
dice surrounding the term 
mental illness. 

Unfortunately, mental illness 
is becoming commonplace

and the more we try to sepa¬ 
rate the everyday folk (our 
friends, family, colleagues, chil¬ 
dren) from the term, the less 
people will speak out when 
they fear they could be suffer¬ 
ing. 

This ultimately delays them 
receiving support and means 
that they have to bypass the 
simpler, first-line advice that 
can often get us back on track 
without drugs or inpatient care. 

For example, if you have a 
cold it is still considered to be 
a physical illness - so why must 
things get so severe before 
people are willing to class it as 
a mental illness? 

The media certainly have a lot 
to answer for when it comes to 
their portrayal of the people 
suffering from mental illnesses. 

Whether it's books, newspa¬ 
pers, television or films there is 
a myriad of examples of com¬ 
mon myths and preconcep¬ 
tions of mental illness being 
strongly perpetuated. 

One example is of a character 
in the series Wonderland 
(2000) who has schizophrenia 
and promptly decides to go on 
a shooting spree and then tries 
to murder a doctor. The series 
was set in a psychiatric ward 
and was taken off the air after 
so many complaints from men¬ 
tal-health organisations.

These are just the really obvi¬ 
ous ones. Whenever I watch 
the news and someone has 
done something awful to an an¬ 
imal or human, being it is so 
often, it is quickly followed up 
with "and he/she had suffered 
from depression at some point 
in his/her life". 

And while that may be true, to 
continually link violence with 
mental illness isn't helping any¬ 
one, especially those who are 
suffering. 

It has been shown time and 
time again that sufferers are far 
more likely to be victims of 
crime than perpetrators. 

It is refreshing to know that 
we have a generation of per¬ 
formers, writers and artists who 
are willing to show the reality of 
mental illness, the loneliness 
and self stigma, not just ex¬ 
ploiting it for shameful sensa¬ 
tionalism. 

Many people are saying that 
speaking out about their de¬ 
pression has become the new 
coming out of the closet - to be 
honest, I can understand why. I 
hope this will continue to 
change.

Georgian ring 
is found buried 


infield 

ALMOST exactly 200 years after it was 
made, to commemorate the death of some¬ 
one with the initials IW, a ring was discov¬ 
ered in a field by a metal detectorist. 

Colin Spiller, 44, of Chard was taking 
part in a metal-detecting day with about 50 
other enthusiasts in a farmer’s field in 
Burstock in West Dorset. 

The ring is expected to fetch up to £1,200 
at Mayfair auctioneers Dix Noonan Webb, 
the international coins, medals and jew¬ 
ellery specialists, when offered for sale at 
auction on September 5 in London. 

“I thought about keeping it but it would 
only have stayed in the back of a drawer,” 
said Colin, who has been a metal detec¬ 
torist for 12 years. He will split the pro¬ 
ceeds 50-50 with the farmer who owns the 
field where it was found. 

Laura Smith, a jewellery specialist at 
Dix Noonan Webb auctioneers, said: “This 
ring is such a poignant find. Mourning 
rings were worn to commemorate loved 
ones who had passed away and one cannot 
help but wonder who IW was and what 
sort of life he or she lived.” 

The ring is a gold band decorated on the 
exterior with stylised foliage and a mo¬ 
menta mori - reflection on mortality - 
skull relief decorated in black enamel. 

Inside is a Latin inscription which 
translates as “IW died 9 April 1717 aged 
71”. Although the black enamel is chipped 



and worn, the ring is in good condition 
given that it may have spent much of the 
past two centuries buried in a field. 

It was on February 26 this year that 
Colin went into the field with his 15-year- 
old stepson Ashley Miner. After an hour 
they received a strong signal on their de¬ 
tector and found the ring about four or five 
inches below the surface. 

“I thought it was a modern piece be¬ 
cause it was black and I did not know that 
this was enamelling,” said Colin. 

“Then Ashley put his finger through the 
middle of the ring to clear out the earth 
and we saw the date. We did a high five. 

“I didn’t know exactly what it was until 
Laura advised me. It’s historic and the 
most valuable thing I have ever found. 

“We have registered it with Taunton 
Museum and the Portable Antiquities 
Scheme and I will be splitting the money 
with the farmer.” 
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Warning issued over 
safety of soft toys 


CONSUMERS buying soft toys for 
young children are urged to follow 
advice from the Devon, Somerset 
and Torbay Trading Standards Ser¬ 
vice after some failed safety tests. 

The warning comes after 40 per 
cent of toys tested by trading stan¬ 
dards failed seam tension tests. 

Tension tests ensure that a soft toy 
is strong enough to endure regular 
use by a child without coming apart. 

In total, samples of 15 soft toys, se¬ 
lected at random from a mixture of 
high street, online and market retail¬ 
ers, were seam-tension tested under 
laboratory conditions. 

Six of the 15 failed, indicating that 
they may not be safe for use by 
young children. 

The retailers and manufacturers 
have withdrawn them from sale. 

The test purchasing was part of the 
service’s routine market surveil¬ 
lance. 


Devon, Somerset and Torbay Trad¬ 
ing Standards Service recommends 
that when buying a soft toy, con¬ 
sumers should check the age warn¬ 
ing on the packaging. 

Toys not suitable for children 
under 36 months must display a 
warning because they may contain 
parts which could cause significant 
harm. 

Always ensure a CE mark is on 
the toy or packaging before you buy. 
All toys, including free toys that 
come with magazines or food pur¬ 
chases, must display this and it 
shows that the toy meets legal re¬ 
quirements. 

Homemade toys available online 
or from market stalls must conform 
to the same safety regulations. 

Even if a product is marked “This 
is not a toy” it may still have to sat¬ 
isfy the safety tests if it is child-ap¬ 
pealing. 


Paul Thomas, head of the Devon, 
Somerset and Torbay Trading Stan¬ 
dards Service, said: “Ensuring the 
safety of consumers is one of our key 
priorities and we use intelligence-led 
projects like test purchasing to culti¬ 
vate safer, stronger and well-in¬ 
formed communities. 

“Safety requirements for toys are 
strict for good reason, but this 
shouldn’t deter those who make and 
sell their own toys from being inno¬ 
vative and creating new products. 

“We work with businesses from 
the start of their invention to ensure 
that only safe products are put on the 
market.”

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5 little ways to spark creativity 
in your child's everyday life

IT MIGHT seem chaotic - and almost always messy - but being creative isn't just 
about finger painting, or hiding under a table pretending to be in a spaceship 
on the way to Mars. It's about your little one growing the ability to think in un¬ 
usual ways, solve problems and ultimately pave their way to becoming an adult. 

By the time they're three, your child's brain has formed an incredible 1,000 
trillion connections between neurons, which is why it's so important for your 
pre-schooler to embrace curiosity and their natural sense of wonder. 

Creative play stimulates this amazing fizzing brain, and with a little help from 
you, they can thrive - whether they want to be an artist or an astronaut. 



1. Encourage simple creative 

conversations 

There's nobody your child learns more 
from at this age than you, their parent. 

Encourage spontaneous creative 
conversations as part of day-to-day life, 
and imaginative thinking will come more 
naturally to them. 

This can be as easy as playing word 
association games in the car on the way 
to the shops, or making up a simple story 
together before bed. 

Try using story prompts: questions like 
'Where would you go if you were a bird?' 
provide a jumping off point to see where 
their incredible imagination takes them. 

2. Give them their freedom - 

sometimes! 

Every once in a while, set aside some 
time to let your child 'take control'. 

This could be as simple as going to the 
park for half an hour - and walking at their 
pace. Tell them they can make the plan 
and encourage them to talk about all the 
fantastical things they could do once 
they get there. 

Follow them as they explore the world - 
asking about what they can see or 
imagine. And if you do end up spending 
your afternoon chasing imaginary 
dragons or pretending to eat mud pies? 
All the better. 

3. Talk about your favourite 

part of the day 

Introduce a simple and quick bedtime 
ritual which encourages you both to talk 
about positive experiences in your day. 


As you're putting them to bed, share 
your favourite part of the day first, and 
then ask them what theirs was. 

Doing this lets them reflect on (and 
helps you understand!) what they enjoy 
doing, often creatively, from a young 
age. If you don't always have a lot of time, 
this is a simple activity to help your child 
think in a playful way. 

4. Don't over-plan playtime 

Play doesn't need to be rigorously 
planned - and in fact, freedom to play in 
an unstructured way is vital for every 
pre-schooler's development. 

For example, give your child a box of 
bricks and watch what they build, rather 
than suggesting what they create. 

Afterwards, ask them to talk about what 
it is and what it can do (a fearsome 
dragon? What does he eat?). Try and be 
specific with your praise to make it feel 
more genuine, highlighting details such 
as the shape or the colours. 

5. Let them make mess 

A little messiness can be a good thing 
once in a while. 

Instead of standing guard worrying 
about the carpet, set aside space and 
time (and even protective plastic 
sheeting) so that your child can be free 
to get messy to their heart's content. 

Feeling safe to try whatever comes into 
their head will help your little artist feel 
more confident in their creative abilities. 
And if you're really lucky, you might be 
able to convince them that tidying up is 
a fun game, too.

As RAF Spitfires scramble to 
engage the enemy in the skies, 
and attempt to protect the de¬ 
fenceless men below, hundreds 
of small boats manned by the 
military, as well as ordinary cit¬ 
izens, are mounting a desperate 
rescue effort to save even a small 
fraction of their army. The re¬ 
sults became the stuff of histori¬ 
cal legend, with more than 
300,000 soldiers safely evacu¬ 
ated. 

In director Christopher 
Nolan’s capable hands the evac¬ 
uation of Dunkirk becomes an 
immersive, intense experience.

Visitors are warned to use 101b breaking strain 
of gut because some fish are running up to that size 
and over. 

The lake is open from February to December and 
there is a rule that people should telephone before 
coming to book (the majority do on 01404 861284)

What a difference 100 years makes: Ford marks 
centenary of Model TT commercial vehicle

YOU’VE heard of the Ford 
Model T, but how about the 
Model TT? Though less well- 
known, it also had a big im¬ 
pact - as the forerunner to the 
modern day van and pickup, 
including today’s Transit. 

First launched 100 years 
ago, in 1917, the Model TT was 
Ford’s first purpose-built one- 
tonne van. Owners could cus¬ 
tomise the chassis with a 
cargo bed to transport every¬ 
thing from letters to fuel - 
just as they can today in the 
2017 Ford Transit Custom. 
The Model TT was first 
launched in the U.S, and later 
built at Ford’s Trafford Park 
factory in Manchester. 

The Model TT van was 
longer and stronger than the 
Model T car, with a cab that 
could seat one driver and one 
passenger. The engine was 
started using a cranking han¬ 
dle on the front. For a 
smoother ride, customers 
could choose modern air- 
filled rear tyres instead of 
solid rubber. 


“It is amazing that while in 
some ways today’s vans are a 
million miles from the Model 
TT in how they have come on, 
they fundamentally do the 
same job as they were de¬ 
signed to do 100 years ago - 
providing a flexible means of 
keeping businesses on the 
move,” said Hans Schep, gen¬ 
eral manager, Commercial 
Vehicles, Ford of Europe. 

One hundred years later, 
Ford now offers the best-sell¬ 
ing commercial vehicle range 
in Britain and across Europe, 
with four commercial vehicles 
now carrying the iconic Tran¬ 
sit nameplate - Transit, Tran¬ 
sit Custom, Transit Connect 
and Transit Courier - as well 
as the Ford Ranger pickup. 

In the UK alone, Ford has 
maintained market leader¬ 
ship in the commercial vehi¬ 
cle sector for 51 years - ever 
since the Ford Transit was in¬ 
troduced in 1965. In 2016, Ford 
recorded its highest-ever year 
of commercial vehicle sales 
with 118,000 units. 


Transit sales passed its first 
million milestone in 1976, 
rapidly passing the next in 
1985,1994, 2000, 2005, 2010 and 
2013, which lined up end-to- 
end would circumnavigate 
the globe. On average, cus¬ 
tomers have bought a new 
Transit every 180 seconds 
during its lifetime. 

A new study, which ex¬ 
plores the use of brand words

Later this year Ford is 
launching 20 new plug-in 
hybrid (PHEV) Transit Cus¬ 
tom vans - that reduce local 
emissions by running solely 
on electric power for the 
majority of inner-city trips - 
on a 12-month trial in and 
around London. 

Among those taking part in 
the trial are the Metropolitan 
Police and British Gas, which 


will allow both Ford and the 
city of London to explore how 
electrified vans can con¬ 
tribute to cleaner air targets 
while boosting productivity 
for operators in urban condi¬ 
tions. The Transit Custom 
PHEV van is planned for com¬ 
mercial introduction in 2019, 
part of Ford’s $4.5 billion 
investment into electrified 
vehicles by 2020.

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Staying within the speed limit makes 
you and everyone else safer, says GEM 


ROAD safety and breakdown organisa¬ 
tion GEM Motoring Assist is urging all 
drivers to stay within speed limits on 
every journey. This, says GEM, is a key 
part of reducing collisions and casual¬ 
ties on our roads. 

The advice comes as police officers 
join with colleagues across Europe for 
a week of enhanced speed checks, 
using a variety of enforcement tools. 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
said: “One of the most important things 
we can all do when at the wheel is to 
drive within the speed limit at all times 
on journeys. It’s a vital part of taking 
personal responsibility for our own 
safety - and that of others - when we 
are driving. 

“That’s because research categorically 
shows that reduced speeds mean fewer 
collisions, and reduced severity of colli¬ 
sions. For example, an overall lmph re¬ 
duction in speed results in an average 
five per cent reduction in collisions.” 

But driving within speed limits can¬ 
not make us safe on its own, according 
to Neil Worth. ”We need to ensure that 
we’re alert, observant and courteous at 
all times, that we use well maintained 
cars and that we always keep a safe dis¬ 
tance from the vehicle in front. This 
can make all the difference, not only 
for us as drivers but also for those who 
share the roads with us.” 


Top tips for slowing down 

• Don’t rush on a journey. Leave ear¬ 
lier and ensure you have plenty of 
time, with no reason to speed. 

• Keep a close eye out for speed limit 
signs, and watch for clues that the speed 
limit may soon be about to change. 

• Scan the speedometer frequently so 
you always know your own speed. 

• Always ask yourself: is my speed 
both legal and safe? 

After all, the speed limit is just that - 
a limit, not a target, and there will be 


circumstances when you will feel 
much safer driving below the limit. 

Higher penalties 

A ‘speeding ticket’ will result in three 
points on your driving licence and a 
fine of £100. However, the system of fin¬ 
ing changed in April, so serious ‘speed¬ 
ers’ now face fines of up to 150 per cent 
of their weekly salary, with six penalty 
points and/or disqualifications of be¬ 
tween seven and 56 days.
